FOR KILLING BOY

Execution of Murdered of
Thomas Kane Will Mark

Last Hanging in State.

The lnat man to ba hanged In Pennsyl-

vanin will die on the gallows at Moya-

minging Prison, tamorrow morning. at
o'olock. He (s Willlnm Abel. 50
yenrs old, formerly of 245 North 3Jist
street, murderer of 12-year-old Thomas
Kane, of 248 Memphls strect.

Abal's crime wis comimitted May 5,
1913 Under the provisions of the pressnt
law providing for the electrocution of
murderars, the persong whose crimes
anteduted the act were to die by hanging.
The murder of the Khune boy was one
of the most brutal In the history of the

city. In many respects it was simiiar to
the more rcent killing of B-year-old
Albert Kraft, whose murderer, Viector
